988

(1965)], the Commission is jurisdiction over claims of nationals ofgiven

the United States against the Government of Cuba° Section 503(a) of the Act

provides that the Commission shall receive and determine in accordance with

applicable substantive law, including international l~w, the amount and

validity of claims by nationals of the United States sgainst the Government

of Cuba arising since January i, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropriation,
intervention or other taking of, or special measures
directed ~gainst, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in-
directly at the time by n~tionals of the United States°

Section 502(3) o~ the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means ~ny property, right~ or inter-
e~t including ~ny leasehold interest, and debts owed by
t[~c Goverrm~ent o~ Cubs or by enterprises which have been
n~t~onalized, expropriated, intervened, or taken by the

Gover~ent of Cub~ ~nd debts which ~re ~ charge on" prop-
crty which has been n~tionalized~ expropriated, intervened,
or taken by the Government of Cuba°
